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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: On page 9, Applicant argues that the gasification 
of soot that occurs in reactor/filter 14 is facilitated by an external supply of water vapor as opposed to partial combustion byproduct water 
vapor. The examiner disagrees with this argument. While Lenglet does indeed teach an external supply of water vapor (23) to the 
reactor/filter (14) in order to facilitate gasification of the soot, the byproducts of the partial oxidation that occurs in reactor (3) also contains 
carbon dioxide and water vapor. As such, the water vapor and carbon dioxide from the partial combustion of hydrocarbon material would 
inherently react with the trapped soot. It is also noted that Applicant does not exclude water vapor from being externally supplied in addition 
to water vapor and carbon dioxide from the partial combustion reaction. 

On page 9, Applicant also argues that the combination of Adiletta and Ediund does not yield a process in which the soot trapped in the filter 
is gasified by the by-product H20 and C02. The examiner respectfully disagrees with this argument. The specific service of Adiletta 
(combusting the soot in the filter) was not intended to be combined into the process of Ediund. More specifically, Ediund was merely 
modified by Adiletta in order to incorporate the process of in-situ regeneration. While the examiner acknowledges the different reaction 
occuring in the filter of Adiletta, it is the examiners position that utilizing the in-situ regeneration process of Adiletta in the process of Ediund 
would yield an in-situ regeneration of the trapped soot (via gasification, inherently in the presence of partially combusted hydrocarbon soot, 
an oxygen-deficient atmosphere, and high temperatures). 
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
